Mr. Maurice Samuel on 

_ Fheir Relationship

Mr. Maurice Samuel, the well-known 
American-Jewish writer and lecturer.

| found that the essays 
produced a peculiar effect upon me. On 
first’ reading much. of ‘the language 
seemed to be rather heavy and involved; 


when f read them a_ second time the 


words seemed to fall into -placé- and 

sensed a studied effort to convey ideas 
with considerable precision. The effect 
was there whether the essay dealt with 
relativity, education, international secur- 


“ity, or Zronism. 


A critical reader may «well ask what 


point is there in publishing ‘such a ‘series 


of random ‘writings, and the only answer 


give is that it should satisfy any 


intelligent person's. curiosity. about the 
way in which. Einstein thinks on many 
subjects, - His writings should not. be 
approached with reverence and mumbo- 
jumbo, but. with ea.-keen and critical 
mind ; Einstein's own essays on: education 
strongly support such a view. One should 


not shrink from disagreeing with him on- 
matters of opinion—but ‘what he writes.

Infeld’s book’ is of a different kind, 
lt is principally scientific and, in its way, 
a minor triumph. The vitality which 
can be seen in his ‘autobiographical 
Quest” is apparent here, 100, in. uns 
account of scientific ideas. The book 
contains. the best exposition | have read 
of the development of the ideas leading 
to. Einstein’s relativity. theory! The 
illustrative. examples are. well chosen. and 
clearly explained. I recommend it. with- 


out. hesitation to intelligent student. 
layman. who.is inierested in modern 


physics, quantum theory, relativity, . etc. 


All. the arguments employed are of a. 


physical -nature;. detailed mathematical 
argument is not used. The great value 
of relativity theory in. clarifying ideas 


and removing the inconsistencies of the 


theory ol 
clearly brought out. In addition, a hero- 
worship of Einstein is apparent through- 
out. the book.. The brief biographical 
section with which the book ends is 
warm with personal feeling, and its clos- 
ing words read: Perhaps. the - real 


greatness of tres. im the simple 


fact that though in his life he has gazed 
at the stars, yet he also tried to look at 
his fellow men with kindness and com- 
Passion,” 

The books by Einstein and Infeld have 


their special qualities, but they possess 
this in common-—they are not for the 


superficial reader. They are just the 


book to start you thinking and keep you.

IS BRITISH JEWRY TOO. INSULAR? 


BY OUR JOHANNESBURG CORRESPONDENT 


“tHE visit to South Africa of the 
Very Rev. Israel Brodie, Chief 


“Rabbi, was in many respects an 


unusual event. Whatever the relation- 
ship between far-removed Jewish 
communities, pure good-will tours do 
not seem to be part of our communal 
programme. Distinguished visitors, 
no matter how important in them- 
selves, are invariably sent out here for 
“ practical purposes connected with 
some fund-raising campaign or other. 

For a leading personality to spend 
three months on the sub-continent on 
a purely spiritual mission is something 
to which we have hardly been accus- 
tomed in the past. In addition, there 
is the important fact that the visitor 
happened to be an outstanding’ rabbi. 


Successful Visit 
As an event of social: significance 


the -visit has unanimously been. voted 
‘here a great success... Only the other 


day, after the Chief Rabbi had already 


left the shores of this country, the 
Chairman of. the Public Relations 
Committee. of the South 
Jewish Board of Deputies. stated at a 
meeting. that Rabb: 
_ “had been particularly successful from 
the. public: relations point of view. 
Many centres. had reported on the 
deep. impression made by. Rabbi 
Brodie on his’ Christian audiences.”

Constitutional Problems 


The question that necessarily pre- 
sents itself is, what is the relationship 
between a. community like South 
Africa and the British Chief Rabbin- 
ate?

This book is Stimulating. objective, and 
really does make ‘one think.

chalutziut, fund-raising, and Jewish edu- 
cation. Anew executive and Actions 


Committee will be elected: the budget 
- of the Jewish Agency will be fixed. 


Since Dr. Herzl established the first 
Zionist Congress in 1897 there has hardly 
been a time which presented the Jewish 
people with greater possibilities of con- 
structive el in Eretz Yisrael than. the 
present. The State of Israel is a fact. 
The doors of the country ase open; 
400.000 people have come in since the 


Declaration of Independence; and more 


than 200 new settlements have been 
established during the last two years. 


The country is crying out for pioneers, 


skilled labour, and investments. The 
Jewish people are faced with a challenge 
unprecedented in our modern history. 
The Zionist Congress will have to take 
stock of the position and give a clear 


Every Jewish man or woman who 
acquires the shekel has the right to vote 
in the elections to the Zionist Congress.

Whoever fails to acquire, by that date, 
the shekel for the ‘eng and current year, 
will have forfeited 
elections to Congress will take place in

At the last Congress, British Jewry 
was represented by’ a. delegation of 10; 
66,000 shekalim were sold and about 
15,000 people went to. the polls. This 
time Anglo-Jewry, and especially Zionists, 


have badly failed, so ‘far, in their duty 
of obtaining the shekel..If the position 


does not improve considerably in the 


course of the next few weeks, the number 
of delegates from England will be drasti- 


cally reduced, and thus, British Jewry’s 
influence will be. negligible at the next 
Zionist Congress.

To the Editor of the JewisH CHronicie 


Alan Rose’s ‘letter. on the 
attitude of French iniellectuals towards 
antisemitism, 


is praiseworthy enough in its essentials. 


Jean Paul Sartre and his Existentialists, 
who produced ‘Portrait of an Anti- 
semite, have driven the growing Right 
in French inteliectual life to embrace the 
once discredited doctrines of Maurras.
